acres) had been painted up to 
May 
20, which is 50 per cent more than 
the 1930 acreage. 
This increase is generally attribut­ 
ed to the recent organization of cot­ 
ton collectives and the introduction 
of modern machinery, although

supply of machinery is far from suf­ 
ficient. 
The increase in the number of trac­ 
tor stations throughout agricultural

Hughes said it was not a question 
of the power of congress to require 
military service but whether it had

The Chief Justice said congress had :

that the court was not required

give effect to executive

rulings prescribing a promise to bear 
arms. 
Justice Sutherland 
delivered

ing his voice until it resounded thru-

zens. 
Justice Sutherland said that while 
war is “abominable”, no method 
to 
render it impossible has been found. 
Congress just decide, he said,

will bear arms in case of war and 
the individual cannot be permitted to 
decide so long as it is necessary to 
the life of the nation in the event of 
war to provide fighting forces. 
Military service, he said, must al­ 
ways be regulated by Congress, which 
alone has the right to determine who 
must bear arms in defense of the gov­ 
ernment.
